the article cired—not only as to the 
respective excellence’ of the various descrip- 
tions and their several prices, but the 
quantity that would suffice for the consump- 
tion of a certain number of people in a given 
time. The best ¢offiee is that imported from 
Arabia, grown in the distgicts o Aden and 
Mocha. -You ‘may know’ Mocha coffee by the 
small size ang, round shape of the bean, which 
is of a yellow colour; and by the superior 
perfume, or aroma, which it gives forth. 
Should this prove too expensive for you to 
purchase, perhaps the next best might suit 
vou; and this coffee is grown in Ceylon and 
Java, the beans of which are of a paler 
yellow than the Mocha. 

It was about 1650 that coffee was intro- 
duced into England by a Smyrna merchant 
named Edwards, who brought with eee a 
Greek servant accustomed to roasting it, 

who set up the first coffee-house in ‘St. 
Michael's Alley, Cornhill, London, giving a 
wonderful list of all the advantages gained by 
its use, and all the ills it claimed to cure. 
“It is good against sore eyes; su presseth 
fumes exceedingly; good against the head- 
ache; cures the dropsy, gout and scurvy, the 
spleen, and the King’s ‘Evil, ete.” ‘<After- 
noon Coffee ” at this house, as at other houses, 
became quite an institution, even a new 
luxury among the people. Even ladies were 
tempted to adopt it, being charmed by the 
beautiful china cups employed, the gold- 
fringed napkins, and the bus of the 
picturesque-looking waiters clad in Eastern 
arb, who presented the beverage to the 
ladies seated on richly-cushioned chairs. 
After a time these coffee-houses led to the 
opening of others like it, and they became 
the favourite resorts of artists and literary 
men and women. 

Probably the young housekeeper will pre- 
side at the breakfast table, or, at least pre- 
pare the meal. In: this case accept a few 
words of advice as to how the coffee should 
be made :— 

Allow one large tablespoonful of ground 
coffee to each person, and one over; beat op 
ar egg, and then. pour boiling water on it, 
allowing three pints to seven spoonfuls of 
cofiec. Let it boil gently for about fifteor 
minutes, and let it settle where it will keep

WASHING UP.

CAN hear you say that it Is a 
| to mention it, because everyone 

it ! it you say.

Lately I was present in several households 


when the washing up was in progress. n 
most cases it was the maid’s evening out. 
The family did part of her work. In every 
ease the rest of the evening’s entertainment 
had been well carried out; the food well 
cooked and séiréall, the table nicely set, the 
silver shining, the flowers tastefuly arranged. 
All was well but the washing up. But 1s 
not that a test? 

The first thing necessary for 
is hot water. Or, rather, boiling. Yes, 
really boiling water Naturally, if the 
food is greasy (in one of the cases referred 
to we had a late impromptu bacon and eggs) 
it is quite impossible to wash up without 
boiling water. But even when the food has 
not been greasy—tea things or cold supper 
plates—it makes the washing up more satis- 
factory if boiling water be used. It is labour- 
saving, too. Delph washed in it almost dries 
itself. It takes twice the time to dry delph 
washed in lukewarm water, and when done 
at last, it looks dull and only half-washed. 
It is also more hygienic to use boiling water. 
The second necessary item is bound up with 
the first, and it makes the first possible. It 
is a mop. Í would like to go on a mop 
campaign through the country! Mops cost 
very little: 2d., and large size dd. Yet how 
few of them are used! In mops the heart of 
the secret of washing up lies: No one can 
put their hands into boiling water unless 
they are. willing to suffer great pain, and 
even if they become used to it, it permanentiy 
ruins their skin. That is where the mop 
comes in. It washes for one, and the hands 
need never touch the hot water. With the 
aid of the mop the plates can be slid up. A 
mop lasts a month, and more with care. 
Use a little soda’ when necessary, and soap 
with silver when washing. 

The third necessary condition for washing 
up is a clean tea cloth. It can only be clean 
if it is constantly being washe I have 
known people to wash themselves very well 
every day and wash their tea cloths once a 
week! Of course, these tea cloths were an 
accumulation of grease, which came on the 
plates when they touched them. 

A tea cloth constantly in use should be 
washed and rinsed once every day, at least. 
Washing, by the way, is ‘useless without 
rinsing! Boil it once a week with soda, and 
if the mop be boiled with it, it is all to the 
good. 

In the religion of cleanliness bad ‘‘ washers 
up are the whitened sepuclichres,

NORTHERN IRELAND 
EGG-LAYING CONTEST. 


PRODUCTION AFFECTED BY 
BAD WEATHER. 

There were 72 pens of six pullets each com- 
peting in the Northern Ireland egg-laying test 
for pullets, and during the fourth period of 
four weeks ended February 4th last moulting 
continued, 39 birds being now affected. The 
severe weather conditions had a serious effect 
on egg production during the latter half of 
the period, but notwithstanding this the 
average for all the birds reached 15.47, as 
compared with 14.2 for the previous period. 
The average for the corresponding period last 
year was 5.7. :

Breeders’ Association for the highest winter 
“record” have been won by the pen of 
White Wyandottes (No. 71), owned by Mrs.

PROPOSED CHANGE OF 
TREASURER. 


When the Westmeath County Council met 
in Mullingar to strike a rate for the coming 
twelve months, Mr P. W. Shaw, T.D., said 
that at that meeting last year a letter was 
received from their Treasurer, the National 
Bank, Mullingar, requesting an immediate 
settlement of the Council’s overdraft. This, 
if carried into effect, would require an in- 
crease of 4s. in the £.

RATES ON A MONASTERY. 
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CHRISTIAN BROTHERS SUED, 


The community of Christian Brothers at 
Mount Sion, Waterford, were, at the. Water- 
ford District Court, stied by Mr. R. A. Kelly, 
rate collector, for £192, rates due on their 
monastery premises at Waterford. 

It was argued by Mr. McCoy, solicitor for 
the defence, that the Brothers were a com:

FIVE GALLONS OF SPIRITS 


FOUND IN BEDROOM. 

BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 
David Barry and Lawrence Gartland, 
stated to live at ‘‘ Cosy Cottage,’’ Second 
Lock, Grand Canal, were remanded in cus- 
tody until Wednesday next on a charge of 
having five gallons of illicit spirits illegally 
in their possession at that address last 
Friday, thereby defrauding the Revenue 
Commissioners. 

Superintendent Ennis gave evidence of 
searching the house with other detectives. 
Under @ bed in a small room they found four 
jars containing spirits. Gartland was called 
in, and denied ever having seen the jars 
before. He said that the room was occupied 
by a man named McCarroll, who was away, 
he did not know where. He had not seen 
McCarroll for some time, and was unable to 
give any information about him. The witness 


decided to have Gartland detained for further | 


inquiries. 

‘Later on the same evening he saw Barry 
at the same place, and asked him what had 
him there. Barry said that he had cows 
there, and that he slept in the room where 
they found the poteen. He said that he could 
not account for the jars and never saw them. 
He admitted having slept in the room the 
night before. The two men were taken into 
custody, and, when charged and cautioned at 
the Bridewell, Gartland said: ' I know no- 
thing about the quality or quantity that was 
there. I had not been in that room for some 
time,’’ Barry made no reply to the charge. 

The witness added that in the bedroom he 
also found a small bettle of brown colourin 
stuff, and in a small dairy room in the yar 
he found an empty jar smelling strongly of 
spirits. ! Ps 

In reply to Mr, P. H. O’Brien, solicitor for 
the defence, who asked whether the room 
where he found the jars was detached from 
the rest of the house, witness said that there 
were a few boards boarding it off from the 
main entrance. It was in the cottage proper, 

Mr. John C. ‘Thompson, of the special 
inquiry staff of the Revenue Commissioners, 
stated that in one of the jars there were two 
gallons of spirit, found to be of the strength 
of 30.1 over proof. The second jar contained 
1.7 gallons of spirit with a strength of 15.4 
over proof. The third jar contained .8 

allons with a strength of 8.2 under proof. 
he first jar, he added, contained spirit of a 
strength that would not be allowed to be 
sent out of any distillery in Ireland, It was 
an illegal strength. In his opinion, the empty 
jar had contained very strong crude spirit.

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MANCHESTER MARKETS REVIEW. 


From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
There are marked signs cf improvement in 
poh co Agus trade. Át the time of writing 
available supplies of both butter and eggs 
are at a minimum, and a hardening tendency 
is &lso noticeable in bacon. The campaign 
to popularise Empire produce is going ahead, 
but it would appear that the British house- 
wife, when purchasing these commodities, is 
inclined to thirk only and incidentally of the 
more remote Dominions. such as Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand, as the source of 
supply, and is prone t; d'sregard the fact 
that our nearest and most closely associated 
neighbour in the Empire, Ireland, also sup- 
plies the home markets with pres drs & 
quantities of eggs, bacon and hams of high 
quality. This country, in common with the 
large and more distant portions of the 
Empire, is a competitor whose claims for a 
larger share of the British housewives’ patron- 
age deserve prior consideration over those of 
Denmark and the United States. In the 
fight for the supremacy of Empire-produced 
foodstuffs it is only through the co-operation 
of the consumer that the monopoly of the 
favourite British breakfast dish, bacon or 
ham and eggs, so long enjoyed by these 
latter countries, can be broken. The quality 
of the bacon produced in Ireland leaves no- 
thing to be desired, and the close proximity 
of this supply should be an added advantage 
in that freight charges are relatively low. 
There is thus at the doors of England a 
country of small farms. similar to Denmark, 
but worked by men and women closely bound 
to Great Britain by ties of kinship and senti- 
ment, striving to secure an increase in the 
demand for its produce on the part of the 
British consumer. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday the 
number of buyers who put in an appearance 
was comparatively small. The quality of the 
cattle bha was well u» to the average, 
but sellers found difficulty in effecting a 
clearance, and priceg closed about a farthing 
per lb. lower as compared with the previous 
week. In sheep and lambs a firm tone was 
noted, but the number of Irish coming for- 
ward is, as is usual at this time of the year, 
negligible. It is interesting to note that the 
number of cattle received in this country 
from Ireland in 1926 showed a reduction of 
ever 60,000 as compared with the previous 
vear, and was, with the exception of 1918, 
the lowest since 1912. The number of fat 
cattle, however, showed a moderate increase 
on the year of 11,000, but ihe total of 248,000 
in 1925 was the smallest of the past 20 years, 
and the latest gs is still nearly 120,000 
below that of the five years ended 1924. 
Shipments of store cattle were a little over 
93,000, a reduction of 63,000 as compared 
with the preceding year’s figure, and about 
the same number less than the average of 
the previous five years. Whilst shipments of 
sheep and lambs in 1925 were the lowest ever 
recorded, the returns for 1926 showed a good 
increase, but the total of 523,000 was still 
120,000 below the number shipped in 1924. 
Since the war the trade in sheep and lambs 
h:: been generally well below the pre-war 
average, only the total. of 722,000 in 1922 
comparing favourably with the annual aver- 
age of over 700,000 in the five years ended 
1913. The number of fat sheep shipped in 
1926 was 215,500, an increase on the year of 
nearly. 50,000, while lambs rose from 273,000 
to 307,000, Shipments of store sheep are 
negligible, the number in recent years gene- 
rally having been between 1,000 and 2,000. 
Pigs to the number of 187,000 were exported 
from Ireland to this country in 1926, this 
being three times the unusually small total 
recorded in 1925, but about equal to the 
figures of 1924. Tractically the whoie of the 
pigs are fat, the number of stores being a 
comparatively small proportion of the whole.

6d., and Courage to 64s., 
and all kinds of vague rumours are circulating 
regarding interesting developments that are 
reported to be in progress. There would cer- 
tainly appear to be no need for holders to sell 
yet awhile, says TÁe Investor's Chronicle. 
Brewery shares, in fact, are gaining that con- 
fidence in the minds of the investor that was 
always lacking in pre-war days, as of late 
years the brewing trade has materially im- 
proved its position not only from a profit- 
earning standpoint, but also as regards the 
service and environments afforded the con- 
sumer. Distillers remain good at 55s., the 
report of reduced whiskey consumption being 
offset by the suggestion that, if Budget duties 
are reduced, increased turnover would afford 
ample compensation. The industrial interests 
of Distillers, notably in connection with yeast 
and industrial aleohol, should not be over- 
looked as likely to afford subjects for -bull 
movements when industrials generally are re- 
flecting sustained speculative interest. 


WOOD PULP MARKET, : 

Last week's issue of the Swedish economic 
journal, Affarsrarlden, reports, regarding the 
wood pulp market : ‘‘ The American market is 
disturbed by offers from consignment stocks, 
also by resales of incoming parcels; hence 
Scandinavian sellers should avoid forcing the 
market in any way. In view of this, the 
contract for strong sulphite just concluded 
with the United States for the years 1928, 
1929 and 1930 has aroused great interest. 
The contract covers 6, tons annually at 
the price of $2.90. This seems to indicate 
that prices will not fall and that develop- 
ments may cause an increase. We agree, as 
the prospects of strong sulphite appear pé 
‘with the increased consumption and a slight 
increase in production by the erection of a 
new extension to the existing plants.” 


GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

In the Dominion House of Commons on 
Friday afternoon the bill based on Mr. 
Dunning’s (the Minister of Railways) resolu- 
tion passed the Committee stage. The measure 
confirms the arrangement -with the Grand 
Trunk Pacific bondholders for the trans- 
formation of the present debeutures into a 
new Government-guaranteed issue redeemable 
in thirty vears. No serious opposition was 
offered to the measure, which has been gene- 
rally commended on all sides of the House. 
Mr. Dunning said that 92 per ceni. of the 
debenture-holders to a number of about 7,000 
had formally assented to the agreement, and 
he stated that he only knew of one protest- 
ing shareholder 


SPANISH CUSTOMS. 

The Anglo-South American Bank, Ltd., has 
received telegraphic advice from its Bar- 
celona Branch that a Spanish Royal Order 
was issued on the 4th inst. stipulating that 
the gold surcharge for payment of Customs 
duties shall in future be fixed on the 10th and 
20th, and at the end of each month. The

Could they do that at the present 
time? The first. place where they came in 
contact with foreign interference was at the 
moment their elected representatives pro- 
ceeded to represent them, and that was when 
they were asked to pledge their allegiance to 
a foreign ruler. That was the test of freedom, 
and if they did not want that oath it should 
go; and he believed the people of Ireland 
could put an end to that oath at the next 
election. He looked upon the method of tak- 
ing the oath in order to break it as disastrous ; 
but if there were any people who thought 
that his party would take the oath they were 
deceiving themselves, and he asserted that no 
member of his organisation would ever take 
it. 

NO CHALLENGE TO MORTAL COMBAT. 

Some people were of opinion that if Fianna 
Fail were returned by a majority at the next 
election it was their intention to throw every- 
hing right and left, and behave like a bull 
in a china shop. They had no such. intention. 
Their intention would be to take over the 
Governmental services to this country, and to 
act on the principle that all authority came 
from the people, and anything else would be 
an admission to the contrary. , 

If they were returned to power, it ap- 
peared to he the opinion of some people that 
they would challenge England to mortal 
combat, They would challenge no nation, 
but would simply go on in their own way, 
without any interference from outside. He 
heard it said some time ago that if they got 


a majority they would not be allowed to take. 


over the reins of government, but in case his 
Party should get a majority he did not see 
any danger of a conflict, although some 
people told them that they would be faced 
with a civil conflict. ge 

If they feared that men like Mr. O'Higgins 
and Mr. Cosgrave woud carry on the 
Government of the country as a _ minority 
against the will of the majority, then their 
remedy was not to put them in at all, Dublin 
and Kilkenny had a practical way of avoiding 
a position of that nature. The we had 
the situation in their own hands, if they had 
only the courage to act up to it. Our  Asú Bus: 
said Mr. de Valera, would be not to trail our 
coats nor to look for revenge for the past, 
but to take over as quietly as we can, in the 
name of the Irish people, the services of the 
Irish people under the Government, and, if 
any dictatorial minority were to stand in the 
way, L. for one, would be prepared to leave 
them to be dealt with by the people, and 
that would require very little patience. 

Having referred to the Constitution, which, 
he said, was not framed in accordance with 
the Treaty, he said that then they got the 
deception of the Boundary Commission and 
the financial adjustment with Great Britain.

SEQUEL TO A BREACH OF 


PROMISE. 


Judge Linehan, at Omagh, gave his de- 
cision in an interesting suit in which Miss 
Margaret Gourlay, Kent, was the plaintiff, 
and James Henry Charleton, Springfield, 
U.S.A., and Joseph Charleton, Durgany- 
Neville, Dromore, defendants, 

The plaintiff sought to set aside a deed 
of conveyance on a farm at tay ai -Neville, 
to James Henry Charleton. She held a judg- 
ment against Joseph Charleton for £500 for 
breach of promise of marriage, and this judg- 
ment had been registe against Joseph 
Charleton’s interest in the farm. The plaintiff 
contended that Joseph Charleton paid for 
the farm, but, in order to prevent the 
plaintiff from obtaining payment of her judg- 
ment, the farm had been put into the name 
of James Henry Charleton. 

The Judge said that he was not satisfied 

that there was a design of fraud against the 
plaintiff in the transaction at all. If there was, 
the defendant, Joseph Charleton, would not 
be ‘writing letters making the plaintiff a 
confidante of the matters in the letters: He 
thought that the way in which the defendant, 
Joseph Charleton, had treated the girl was 
scandalous, and the jury thought so when 
they awarded her £500 damages.

KILKENNY FARMERS 
AGAINST TARIFFS. 
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By 23 votes to 8 the County Executive 
of the Kilkenny Farmers’ Association last 
Saturday decided in favour of free trade as 
against modified protection, and delegates 
to the annual congress of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union were instructed to vote accordingly. 
The vote was taken following an effort to 
get the views of the county branches. 

Senator O'Hanlon pointed out that 
practical economists had admitted that 
protection would increase the cost of 
living. When did the Government get a 
mandate from the country to adopt a’ 
protectionist policy? he asked. He re- 
ferred to the case of boots, and said that 
there had been no industrial development 
in this respect worth talking. of. What 
they wanted was not protection, but more 
up-to-date methods, greater efficiency, 
more production, a little more initiative, 
and hard work. 

Mr. D. J. Gorey, T.D., declared that 
the people were being asked, through pro- 
tective tariffs, to bolster up inefficiency 
and lack of output, 


VALUE OF CO-OPERATION. 

Senator James Dillon said that he stood 
for undiluted free trade. Under protection, 
he said, the cost of living would be increased. 
If imports were reduced, there would. also 
be a corresponding diminution in exports. In 
America the farmers had to be subsidised by 
the Government, co-operative societies -and 
ools.formed for the purpose of keeping 
Mhol o. th land, and making it possibie 
for them to live. The same thing applied to 
Australia, also a protective country. Some 
of the new Balkan States, which had tried 
rotection for six years, were now going in 
or free .trade. 

Colonel Butler declared that the present 
agricultural policy was wrong. What he 
advocated was protection for the agricultural 
products that could be sty ná in this 
country. It was a reproach to their farmers 
to say that 16 million pounds worth of agri- 
cultural produce was imported. The object 
of protection was increased production, not 
inereased prices. . 

They could not grow sufficient wheat in 
Ireland;. but, if they imported wheat, and 
put a tariff on flour, every mill in the country 
would be running, and farmers would ‘iave 
the feeding offal at their doors at a cheaper 
rate than at present. It had been proved 
that they grow wheat good enough to pro- 
duce the best bread, but they could not grow 
enough for millers to concentrate on it. 

THE PIG INDUSTRY. 

The use of borax bacon was prohibited in 
America and England, but it was imported 
into Ireland. If they protected the pig 
industry, the pig population could be in- 
creased two or three times over. He only 
advocated protection for things that they 
could produce economically. He thought that 
farmers should put their case for protection 
before the Tariff Commission without con- 
sidering other people. 

He mentioned thas a lot of imported bacon 
was being sold, without any brand, as Irish. 

In view of the move now being made for 
com.ined marketing, he did not think. that 
there was any occasion for suggesting a tariff 
on butter at present. : 

Senator O'Hanlon, General Secretary, Irish 
Farmers’ Union, expressing his personal view, 
opposed protection. Having referred to the 
‘motives impelling farmers to seek protection, 
he said that it was not free trade that put 
them where they were. Depression in Eng- 
land, following the Great War; civil war in 
Ireland, and the reduced purchasing power 
of the people, following the strike in Eng- 
land last season, were among the causes. i; 
they asked for protection they might get it, 
but at what a price! 

How was -it, asked Senator O'Hanlon, that 
they produced agricultural stuffs in this 
country, shipped them to England, paid 
freight, competed against the produce of 
every country in the world, and yet they 
could not hold the home market? Protection 
would not solve that. 

ECONOMISTS’ VIEW. 

Practical economists had admitted that pro- 
tection would increase the cost of living. 

Mr. Blythe had said that no new tariffs 
would be imposed before he got a mandate 
from the country. He went back on that 
undertaking. They asked: When did the 
Government get a mandate to adopt a pro- 
tectionist policy? 

He suggested that instead of putting a 
tariff on imported bacon they. should cease 
to Ko heavy pigs. 

Mr. O'Hanlon reterred to the case of boots, 
and said that the price of the imported ones 
went up, and there had been no industrial 
development in this respect worth speaking of. 

He did not object to foreign capital coming 
in to develop their resources; but: it was 
not a state of things which he welcomed. 
One result of foreign capitalists coming in 
would be that the smaller Irish factories 
would be wiped out. 

“ What we want,” said Senator O'Hanlon, 
“is not’ protection, but more © up-to-date 
methods, greater efficiency, more production, 
a little more initiative, and harder work.” 

The United States was a great manufac- 
turing country. with unlimited resources, so 
that the position there differed from Ireland. 
In Canada a protectionist Government had 
been put out of office by the Liberal Farmers‘ 
Party. In Australia, a highly protected 
country, everyone was prosperous but the 


farmer. 
MR. GOREY'S VIEW. | 

Mr. D. J. Gorey, T.D., said that he did 
not think that a tariff on agricultural pro- 
duce would increase the area under tillage by 
one acre. He would not object to a tariff on 
imported bacon, if it increased the number 
of pigs. Behind the whole demand for tariffs 
were men who were not oy to put 
their backs into their work. They were not 
prepared to pay expert Managers or en- 
gineers; nor to get their sons trained outside 
the country. Outside competition was not the 
cause of the trouble, but their own standard 
of laziness. The people were being asked, 
through protective tariffs, to bolster. up in- 
efficiency, lack of output, and a whole nest 
of parasites. He was against that. 

Mr. O’Hanrahan asked were they always to 
be at the mercy of English industrial depres- 
sion; and remarked that the skilled labourer 
in Ireland was paid too highly for the ser- 
vices which he rendered. 

Colonel Butler in his reply expressed the 
belief that the tariff on boots was absolutely 
wrong. If they wanted to protect boots they 
should protect leather, establish tanneries in 
the country, and get a market for their hides. 

Senator O'Hanlon brought the discussion 
to a close by urging others, besides the 
farmers, to make some sacrifices. He urged 
farmers to tackle the question through poli: 
tical action. forcing their view upon the 
Legislature. If that failed they should try pro- 
tection; but not till then.

In fact, they found 
nothing of the kind. Herr Friedman at the 
iano reminds one of Kreisler at the tidaie. 
ie has, roughly, the same a rance; he has 
the same complete lack of attected mannerism, 
and he has the same sympathetic personality 
which places him at once on good terms with 
his hearers. ! te, 

His programme was not particularly im- 
pressive, Herr Friedman has been chosen by 
the City of Vienna to represent it at the 
forthcoming Beethoven centenary celebra- 
tions ; so, presumably, he excels in Beethoven 
work. Yet there was not a ng he Beethoven 
item in his programme. Indeed, apart from 
the Schumann Carnaval, he played nothing 
but comparatively pong bes works—ad- 
mirable, no doubt, from the point of view. of 
a popular entertainer, but hardly sufficient to 
give one a just impression of the player as a 
leading artist. 

One heard enough, however, to realise that 
Friedman is a first-rate pianist. He has a 
wonderful technique, which enables him to 
make light of the most appalling difficulties 
and to create the illusion that it is all delight- 
fully easy. His treatment of the Chopin 
waltzes was a revelation. Purists, doubtless, 
will say that he took too many liberties: with 
some of the passages; bot they must justify 
their existence in some way. The ordinary 
music-iover, however, who does not lose any 
sleep over such matters, must have listened 
to Friedman with sheer enjoymént.. In the 
Etudes he was:astonishingly versatile. He 
tackled Number 9 (Op. 25) with a verve that 
almost took one’s breath away; and yet there 
was no apparent effort. His fingers seemed 
to have an individuality of their own and to 
owe no allegiance to the remainder of his 
body. As an interpreter of Chopin one 
scarcely would put him on a par with Cortot. 
He has not that: subtle charm. which <he 
Frenchman insinuates into all his work. But, 
for all that, Friedman is an artist with a rare 
power of self-expression, and he possesses an 
absolute mastery of his instrument. 

Schumann’s Carnaval gave him a chance to 
display his remarkable versatility. It is an 
unsatisfactory work, by virtue of its very 
variety, making one think. instinctively of the 
illustrations of an autobiography which show 
‘‘the author at six months,” ‘‘the author 
with his first pair of long trousers,’’ and all 
the rest of it. Carnaval is a compendium of 
moods, and, while many of the ‘‘pieces’’ are 

ems of their kind, the work as a whole 
eaves the hearer unsatisfied. It has no 
finality. Friedman played it magnificently. 
He seemed to glide from one mood to the 
other with almost bewildering ease—joyous, 
pensive, jocular, solemn, and grotesque by 
turns; and he was able to carry his audience 
with him into the kaleidoscopic changes of 
the composer’s mind. , 

One would have liked some more Mozart. 
Friedman began his concert with a graceful 
Rondo, which whetted the pupotite | but he 
left it at that, branching off into another 
Rondo, by Hummel, as a prelude to. the 
great Chaconne of Bach, which has been 
transcribed. for the piano by Busoni. 
Chaconne was written for the violin; and 
while its pianoforte arrangement, particu- 
larly in Friedman's hands, leaves little to be 
desired, it needs the greater mobility of th 
violin to present it at its best. ey 

The remainder of the programme included two 
little compositions by the performer, one a 
clever little musical skit, entitled “ The 
Musical Box,’’ and the other Hille Danse, 
a dainty eighteenth century kind of thing, 
like a bit of Dresden china. It concluded 
with Biszt's Campanella, an old favourite 
with Dublin audiences, which Friedman 
played with great skill. Altogether the re- 
cital was @ marked success; and those who 
heard him on Saturday will be anxious to 
hear Friedman again. He is no Colossus. In- 
deed, his qualities are the direct opposite of 
‘* colossal,’’ for they are as delicate as they 
are deeply informed with artistic taste. But 
he is something far better: he is @ musician.

IRISH BUTTER.

PROBLEMS DISCUSSED AT 
TIPPERARY CONFERENCE. 


The proposed combined selling scheme in 
connection with creameries and other matters 
affecting the Irish butter industry were dis. 
cussed at a meeting held in the Tipperary 
Town Hall. under the wuagions of the Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society. 

That the creameries were very much han- 
dicapped for want of such a scheme as is 
proposed was the conviction’ of Mr. P. 
Courtenay (organiser), who declared that he 
had known cases where Irish butter had been 
sold by agents in England at a much lower 
figure than the market prices. It was their 
intention, when their organisation was com- 
pleted, to run insulated trucks on the rail- 
ways for the purpose of having butter deli- 
vered in London in a proper condition. It 
was lamentable to go into a big store in 
London and see there tons of Irish butter 
actually melting off the counters with a tem- 
perature of 75 deg. Fahr., while other com- 
petitors, particularly Denmark, New Zealand, 
and Anstralia, sent over their butter in a 
much firmer condition and with a temperature 
of 15 deg. 

The meeting demanded that the banks 
should be compelled to revert to their 
original agreement and make advances at 4 
per cent., instead of the present rate of 7 
per cent., which was seriously impeding the 
progress of agricultural co-operation. 

Attention was next drawn to the fact that 
no interest was being allowed by the banks 
on credit balances or current accounts. This 
was referred to as a very serious matter for 
co-operative creameries, which frequently had 
big balances of £10,000 or £12, for nine 
months.of the year. It was decided to keep 
the matter to the forefront for the purpose of

RECENT FIND IN ATHLONE. 

Allusions to Dean Swift and Sir Isaac 
Newton are made in a letter written by Oliver 
Goldsmith, which has been discovered in 
Athlone, not far from the poet’s birthplace. 

The letter, dated 15th August, 1758, is ad- 
dressed from ‘‘ Temple - Exchange,” near 
Temple Bar, London, to a kinswoman, at Car- 
rick-on-Shannon. It was sent in apprecia- 
tion of favours done to the poet. Goldsmith, 
however, took care to let his correspondent 
know that his gratitude was not to be inter- 
preted as a sense of favours to come. 

It is a lengthy epistle, couched in language 
characteristic o the poet, and written in a 


neat hand. The owner of the letter refuses 


for the present to have the full text published. 
She brought it to light in interesting circum- 
stances. A friend, on a visit, was reading 
“ The. Deserted Village,’’ when the conversa- 
tion turned on Goldsmith. The lady of the 
house then remembered that some years ago 
she had seen in her house a letter written ny 
the poet. She searched, and to her friend's 
delight she found the letter.

BRIGHTER TRADE PROSPECTS. 


Speaking at the installation of the Rev. 
John Montgomery in Urney and Sion Presby- 
terian Church, Captain J. C. Herdman, D.L.. 
one of the directors of the Sion Mills, said 
that it was only by hard work that prosperity 
could be restored to the country. One thing 
absolutely essential was sympathy—the 
friendly bond of union between capital and 
Labour. The world was heartily sick of in- 
dustrial disputes. That of 1926 had been very 
disastrous. Here, however, there was a brighter 
outlook in 1927. A great many people in the 
district were interested, directly or indirectly 
in the Sion Mills. industry, and would be 
glad to know that it was doing a great deal 
better than it had done for the past number 
of years. After a long period on short-time 
they had got back to full-time, and that 
would mean the circulation of a larger amount 
of money throughout the country.

German and Pole. 

The “temporary suspension” of 
negotiations between Germany and Poland 
for the conclusion of a commercia] treaty 
is causing some anxiety in the Foreign 
Offices of Europe. These negotiations 
have been in progress for more than two 
years, and, despite a series of minor crises, 
they were assuming a very promising 
shape, when last week the German 
Government quite suddenly brought them 
to an end. The cause of the breach was 
one of those incidents that have been so 
frequent in the relations between Germany 
and Poland since the war, and especially 
since the partition of Upper Silesia. Four 
German engineers, employed on the Upper 
Silesian light railways, were expelled from 
Polish territory; and the German 
authorities declare that, so long as this 
kind of. petty persecution continues, no 
good purpose can be served by further 
negotiations between the two Govern- 
ments. According to the German news- 
papers, the Poles expelled the four 
engineers out of sheer original sin; but 
the Polish version of the incident is 
rather different. The Poles state that the 
four German engineers came to PSlish 
territory in the summer of 1925 with a 
twelve months’ visa on their passports. 
When their period of sojourn expired in 
last July their empleyers asked the Polish | 
Government for 4 six months’ extension, 
which was granted on condition that the 
four engineers must leave Poland before 
February 1st, 1927, The Polish Govern- 


had been active members of German 
Nationalist organisations, and that even 
at the present time they are enthusiastic 
workers in the extremists’ cause. Ger- 
many’s Minister in Warsaw. has made 
vigorous protests against the expulsion of 
his fellow-countrymen ; but the Poles seem 
to be determined to persist in their 
decision. 

Unfortunately, the relations between 
Germany and Poland leave much to be 
desired. Germany never has forgiven her 
Eastern neighbours for the advantages 
which they secured at her expense by the 
Treaty of Versailles; while Poland dis- 
trusts and fears the Germans. The 
negotiations for a commercial treaty have 
been marked by recurrent hitches, most of 
which have had a political background, 
and, now that an open breach has 
occurred, the chances of ultimate agree- 
ment seem to be very slight. It. was 
hoped that after the Locarno pact Ger- 
many and Poland would become better 
friends; but the enmity between them is 
even fiercer than that which existed for 
so many years between Germany and 
France. The Germans refuse to reconcile 
themselves to the loss of Danzig and the 
so-called Polish “corridor.” Most of them 
recognise that Posnania, like Alsace- 
Lorraine, has gone for ever; but no 
German will contemplate the permanent 
existence of the “ corridor.’’ Undoubtedly, 
if was a very bad piece of political patch- 
work. At the Paris Conference President 
Wilson and the French insisted that 
Poland ;nust have free access to the sea. 
The alternatives were a passage through 
Lithuania and Memel, or the “ corridor ”’ 
to Danzig, and the latter was chosen, 
although it drove a wedge right into the 
heart of Prussia, isolating certain portions 
of the province of East Prussia from the 
remainder of the German Reich. There 
may have been good and sufficient poli- 
tical reasons for this solution to an 
admittedly difficult problem; but it pro- 
duced so many economic anomalies that it 
has been condemned by most reasonable 
men. The object of the proposed com- 
mercial treaty between Germany and 
Poland was, in some measure, at any rate, 
to abolish these anomalies by mutual agree- 
ment in respect of Customs and passport 
difficulties, and almost any change in 
the existing conditions would be for the 
better. 

Until a lasting agreement has been 
made between Germany and Poland, there 
will be no peace in Europe. Poland’s 
position is very awkward. She signalised 
her return to the concert of free nations 
eight years ago by a series of acts which 
infuriated most of her neighbours. She 
made war with the Russians, invading the 
Ukraine and exposing herself to an attack 
which was defeated eventually only by 
the. aid of the French General Weygand, 
who hurried reinforcements from the 
Rhine to the Vistula. Then she quarrelled 
with Lithuania, seizing the city of Vilna; 
and finally she has been engaged in a 
more or less constant squabble with the 
Germans, now over’ Upper Silesia, now 
over Danzig, now over Posnania, and now 
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Broadway, in Worcestershire, they used the 
oaks of their native country and the clay 
of their own fields, and working by tradi- 
tion, for journeymen’s pay, 


or later, will disturb the equilibrium of 
the whole Continent if the present process 
is allowed to continue. Poland is caught 
in the Russo-German pincers, and, if at 
any time those two great Powers should 
go to war, her territory once more would 
become a cock-pit. She has even more to 
fear from a Russo-German alliance than 
from a Russo-German conflict; for each 
Power has a grudge against her, and, if 
they should adopt a policy of economic 
encirclement, things would go very badly 
for the new Republic. Unhappily, at the 
outset of their career as independent 
Republicans, the Poles were encouraged to 
assert themselves against the Germans in 
the days when the French Government 
was arming the little States of Central 
Europe. Now a very different condition 
of affairs exists; for Germany and ‘France 
have drawn together, and the French 
Government has decided that co-operation 
is preferable to hostility. It is high time, 
‘therefore, that the Poles should make 
peace with their neighbours. Aggressive 
nationalism is all very well in its way; 
but it has no place in the new, Europe. 


Fatmers and Tariffs. © 


Speaking yesterday at Queenstown, Mr. 
J. J. Walsh, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs in Saorstát Eireann, enunciated 
a sweeping policy of protection. He drew 
a picture of the Irish citizen who break- 
fasts on Canadian oatmeal, American 
bread, New Zealand butter, Chinese 
bacon and Danish condensed milk; wears 
clothes of English fabric and boots of 
foreign hides; drives in an imported 
motor car to a place of business, where he 
deals with nothing that is produced in 
Ireland; and finally dies, to be buried 
in a ready-made imported cofin. It 
may be argued that Mr. Walsh's 
picture is not wholly extravagant. We 
think, however, that his reniedy of all- 
round, steep protective duties is not the 
true remedy for so anomalous a state of 
affairs. The citizen who buys Canadian 
oatmeal in place of the superior Irish 
produce, or prefers English serge to Irish 
tweeds, does so without. economic pres- 
sure. There is nothing easier than 
to demand Irish foodstuffs when shopping, 
or to devote at least a share of the family 
wardrobe to Irish material. If Irish 
citizens lack the public spirit thus to 
favour Irish produce, they have them- 
selves to thank for the poor demand in 
Irish shops for Irish butter and bacon, 
and for the closing down of one woollen 
mill after another. Can indifference be 
corrected by coercion? That is Mr. 
Walsh’s remedy. He expects a people, 
too unpatriotic to buy its own produce, 
to vote for its own compulsion into 
There is, however, a graver 
fallacy in his arguments. He declares 
that too much attention has been 
given to the English market, and that 
Treland ought to seek at home recompense 
for her losses across the Channel. Irish 
farmers, with a richer soi] and geographic 
proximity, have allowed Danish farmers 
largely to oust their dairy produce from 
English shops. Mr. Walsh suggests that 
the Irish public should be compelled to 
buy the produce which is too dear for 
English consumers. Now, even if pro- 
tection obliged the Irish public never to 
buy foreign farm produce, the gain to Irish 
farmers would be far from compensating 
them for their losses in England. The 
whole Free State has a population 
smaller than that of a single English city. 
It is true that the consumer, by favouring 
Irish produce where it is as cheap as 
foreign, and the farmer, by catering 
cheaply for the market at his door, ought 
to abolish the anomaly of imported farm 
produce in an agricultural land; but the 
English market always must yield to our 
farmers those profits which give the com- 
munity purchasing power overseas. We 
commend to the consideration of those who 
think with Mr. Walsh the repudiation of 
protective policy by the Executive of the 
Farmers’ Association in County Kilkenny. 
The delegates approved of the argument 
that the real needs of Irish farming are 
harder work, more modern methods, and 
scientific organisation. It will not be time 
to talk of the impossibility of successful 
competition by Irish farmers until a far- 
reaching system of national transport

The State as Architect. 


A correspondent. of The Times draws 
attention to “ some notable post offices” 
which have been built recently in rural 
parts of England. The architects of the 
Office of Works are responsible for designs 
which are governed by the use of local 
material and the traditional style of the 
neighbourhood. Strict observance of these 
principles has yielded distinguished and 
yet economical work. Long past are the 
days when a patrician State could build 
sumptuously. Democracy imposes the rule 
of parsimony in Government expenditure. 
We never shall see again buildings like 
many military barracks up and down these 
countries where the finest architectural 
design is supported by the costliest 
material, yielding a structure dignified to 
the eye.and fit to endure as long as a 
cathedral. To-day the State must build 
cheaply. The architects of the British 
Office of Works, however, are cunning to 
combine art with economy. They have set 
an eloquent example in the methods by 
which they have reached their end. Local 
material naturally is the cheapest 
material, and traditional styles are those 
in which it may be worked with the most 
finished grace. Commercial architecture, 
during the last century of rapid and ill- 
considered expansion, has strewn the 
prosperous parts of England—and largely, 
of Ireland, too—with pretentious build- 
ings, built of materials brought from afar 
in the mistaken zeal for strangeness. The 
towns and suburbs which have sprung up 
in an age of plentiful money and uncon-. 
sidered expenditure, for all their ambition, 
never draw an artist or a tourist to view 
their streets like quiet, old-world, for- 
gotten villages. When local masons built 


created 
almost carelessly..that graceful street 
which to-day draws admirers from the 
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ways of frugal beauty. 


Hotels in Two Lands. 


A brisk correspondence has arisen in 
the Sunday Times over the merits of Eng- 
lish hotels. One writer affirms that 
there are ‘‘ dozens of first-class hotels in 
England with a telephone in every bed- 
room.” Others declare that they never 
have come upon an English hotel in which 
the bedrooms were equipped either with 
telephones or waste-paper baskets. One 
forlorn traveller complains that never can 
he find an hotel that provides a hook for 
the stropping of a razor. Another 
describes fhe luxuries, which turn a bed- 
room in a Parisian hotel into a com- 
pletely furnished flat, and demands these. 
Accustomed to Irish hotels, we are moved 
to exclaim, in the country people’s fashion, 
that less would serve us. The telephone at 
the bedside may be useful to the Napoleonic 
man of affairs, who wishes, even in his 
slumbers, to be in easy reach of his 
brokers; but the holiday-maker, seeking 
good fishing and, with Walton, studying 
to be quiet, will be happier when there 
is no threat of a midnight ring and an 
urgent voice speaking from afar. The 
reforms that we need in Ireland are not 
in the direction of luxury, but of good 
and cheap service. We think that in Ire- 
land, as well as England, “ managers 
should make a practice of sleeping in 
hotel bedrooms disguised as guests.” The 
Irish manager, arriving incognito at an 
Irish hotel, would not be annoyed ‘by the 
absence of a lift-boy in uniform or by the 
lack of hot and cold water-taps in every 
apartment. He would discover, however, 
how a holiday may be spoilt by tardy 
service, ill-cooked meals, damp sheets and 
extortionate bills. 


THE ENGLISH PRAYER 
BOOK.

THE NEED FOR REVISION. 


(FROM OUR CHURCH OF IRELAND 
CORRESPONDENT.) 
ECESSITE fait toi! Religion, if itis to 
N be a vital force in men’s lives and is 
to become a handmaid rather than a 
hanger-on, must be prepared from time to 
time to adjust its message and modes of ex- 
ressing that message to altered conditions. 

t is no exaggeration to*say that the revision 
of the Prayer Book of the Church of ‘England 
was overdue. For those who have the welfare 
of our sister Church at heart have been 
saddened of late years by the laxity of at- 
tendance at public worship, on the one hand 
and by the signs of lawlessness which could 
hardly escape notice, on the other. 

Many of the laity felt that the forms of 
worship had ceased to a large extent to 
satisfy the needs of the modern man, whilst 
many clergy found themselves tied by bonds 
that galled—e.g., the compulsion to use words 
with unnatural and artificial meanings or to 
clothe the larger vision of to-day in a garb 
suited to a time of narrower spiritual girth. 
Especially since the war there has been a 
deeply-felt lack in our forms of the realisa- 
tion of change in thought and conception, 
changed social life and customs, which has 
been an outcrop of that great struggle. So 
laity were abstaining from church-going, 
clergy were breaking rubrics as they pleased, 
and uniformity of worship within the limits 
set two and a half centuries ago was rapidly 
becoming a thing of the past. anon 
Chamberlain has already drawn attention to 
the Evangelical Movement, the Oxford 
Movement, and the new setting which modern 
science provides for our gap as reasons 
which helped to render the Prayer Book of 
1662 less helpful to people of the twentieth 
century than it was to those of the seven- 
teenth. He might have added, perhaps, that 
the idea of a settled nonconformity which 
we have with us has now to be taken into 
account, and, consequently, that. any Prayer 
Book which may hope to claim their atten- 
tion must have a side which may am. to 
the adherents of these Churches which we 
readily acknowledge can claim to show fruits 
of the Spirit, and whose peculiar religious 
note should find its place in a Church which 
desires to be all-embracing. 

THE HOLY BIBLE. 

Then, again, the Holy Bible is no longer 
the bond of union among Churchmen that 
it once was. Formerly it was enough to 
ge its words in order to put an end to all 

oubt and controversy. Now we have to 
ask: Who spoke the words quoted? Were 
they really uttered as we read them? Were 
they of temporary or local application, or 
were they intended for every place and for 
all time? More is known to-day of the 
history and circumstances in which the Book 
was gradually compiled, and in the process 
of learning we have discovered that men who 
were inspired and holy were not necessarily 
infallible in every respect. In a Prayer Book 
which for its language draws so largely on 
the words of Holy Scripture as this Book 
does there must be phraseology which, while 
it satisfies those who retain the old view of 
an infallible Bible, will prove acceptable to 
those who demand the new atmosphere of 
freedom. 

These influences have had to be taken into 
account by all those branches of the Anglican 
communion which have been endeavouring of 
late years to accommodate forms of worship 
to existing conditions, and have revised the 
Book of Common Prayer with a view to the 
removal of anomalies, to greater freedom and 
elasticity in the conduct of public worship, 
and to greater enrichment in the way of 
prayer and thanksgiving. 

ith the proposed changes in the Com- 
munion Office Canon Chamberlain has dealt 
very fully. In the case of other changes 
which have received emphasis in the daily 
Fress some further remarks may be added. 

In the matter of prayers for the dead, the 
late war brought prominently before people’s 
minds the question of the relation between 
the living and the dead in the light of the 
Church’s doctrine of the Communion of 
Saints, and, perhaps, a kind of sanction was 
given to the practice at the frequent 
Memorial Services which took place, in which 
thanksgiving for the departed and petitions 
for “Rest Eternal, Light Perpetual, Love 
Increasing, and Perfecting of that good work 
begun in them here’’ were used and were 
appreciated by the large congregations which 
attended. In deciding the question of right 
or wrong the Holy Bible gives little or no 
help; and it can hardly be said that it 
is contrary to Protestant principles that 
effect should be given to the opinion 
that prayer is a legitimate channel 
wherein love may find expression, and a 
means of communication with those who have 
passed through the door which separates life 
from Life. At the same time, it must be 
recognised that the practice, when un- 
restricted in use, has led to certain extrava- 
gant and quite undesirable developments. 

EXTEMPORE PRAYER. 

_ The provision made for extempore prayer 
in the new book will, as we have been 
reminded, be looked at askance hy some. 
Yet here is something which may lead to a 
valuable development in public worship. We 
are in danger of denying the existence of the 
Holy Ghost as a living force if we are not 
ready to recognise in some definite way the 
possibility of new truth or new forms of its 
expression being revealed to the Church. 

_ While we receive with gratitude the forms 
in which holy men of old presented their 
petitions and offered their thanks to the 
Almighty, we need not let veneration of the 
past close our eyes to the fact that we, too, 
have a talent. A living Church, to be worthy 
of the title, must grow in stature and under- 
standing, and eannot for ever remain content 
with the “equipment” of the Apostles, or 
the Fathers, or the Reformers. No book of 
worship, however beautifu’ and comprehen- 
sive it may be, can contain, all the wisdom 
and piety of the vorld: and without any 
doubt there are occasions, as, for. example, in 
mission services, when a plain prayer uttered 
straight from the heart. is far more effective 
than the finest exampl of literary prose. 


“Quench not the Spirit” . . . ' 
without ceasing '-—we. have no hesitation in 
declaring that the words have a message for 
us in this connection. 

Tt must not be forgotten that the use of 
the revised Prayer Book which we have been 
considering will not be.compulsory. ‘It will 
exist side by side with the present Caroline 
book, and its use in ang particular service 
will involve the combine! sanction of cler 
n Je.

Did Romney Paint Nelson ? 


I made several inquiries yesterday con 
cerning the reputed Romney portrait of 
Nelson discovered by Mr. Bernard 
Finnegan, but I could not trace anything 
definite. Art dealers shrugged their 
shoulders when they read the story, de 
daring that they would want to see the 
painting and have it examined by an 
expert before expressing an opinion. At 
the Treasury I could find no confirmation 
that an offer is likely to be made by that 
department for the picture, and I was 
reminded that the Treasury does not, as 
a tule, buy pictures or works of art. [Tí 
has no money, in fact, for such purposes 
although it might assist with a grant in 
the case of a request by the National 
Museum authorities.

genuine, if soon will receive recognition 
by the authorities in the art world. It is 
interesting that a snuff box made of pieces 
of wood from the ships in which Nelson 
served, with the names engraved on the 
lid, is one item of a collection of objects 
of art to be sold shortly at Christie's 


The News from China 


The news from China remains unim 
portant; for the hoped-for signing of the 
agreement at Hankow by Mr. O'Malley 
and Mr. Eugene Chen has not been accom 
plished. The story of a great victory by 
the troops of Marshal Chang Tso-lin over 
the Cantonese forces may be authentic 
but at present there is little inclination 
to believe anything that does not come to 
this country from unbiased sources. [i 
vi¢tory has been achieved by the Northern 
troops, some interesting developments wil! 
ensue hefore long, since the Cantonese 
will begin to fall back upon Shanghai, 
and trouble may be precipitated. Captain 
Crookshank will ask Mr. Baldwin to 
morrow whether, in view of the anxiet) 
felt throughout the country with regaáríl 
to the present negotiations with the 
Chinese authorities, he will arrange t» 
issue from time to time, either throug) 
the Cabinet Secretariat or through the 
news department of the Foreign Office, 
official statements with regard to the 
situation. It is improbable that the Prime 
Minister will answer in the affirmative ; 
for the Foreign Office, ever since the 
Chinese trouble came to a head, has bee: 
careful to keep the world, through the 
newspapers, well informed of all that is 
taking place. When the news in the papers 
is small and scrappy it is because there is 
nothing from China that can be pub- 
lished. 


The League and China. 


The admirable clearness with which Sir 
Austen Chamberlain has explained British 
policy in China to the Secretary-Genera! 
of the League of Nations should prevent 
any misunderstanding at the next mee’ 
ing of the Council. Irresponsible state- 
‘ments had been in circulation to the effect 
that the Chinese question would ve re- 
ferred to the League; but the unam- 
bigious statement of the Foreign Secretary 
reveals the situation in its real light. The 
troops do not form a Chinese Expeditionary 
Force, and the Shanghai Defence Force is 
nothing more than its title implies. Sir 
Austen's hope that the troons may be 
withdrawn soon, or, better still, that they 
may never land in China, disarms any 
charge of aggression which might have 
been brought before the League had the 
situation not been so completely ex 


plained. 
Trade Union Reform. 


I mentioned on Tuesday last that there 
was a hope that the Government might be 
able to come to terms with the trade 
unions on the question of trade uni? 
reform, with the result that a bill mich! 
not be necessary. I understand that the 
Government probably will announce 
publicly that it is prepared to discuss 
the whole question with leading trade 


unionists, with a view to securing an 


agreed measure for presentation to Parlia 
ment. It is quite likely that the trade 
unionists would be prepared to agree that 
a general strike is illegal if they could 
obtain concessions in other directions, such 
as the political levy.

REBELS WHO DRESSED

LISBON, Sunday. 

Portugal has passed through many 
revolutions since the proclamation of the 
Republic, but none so severe or so well 
prepared as the latest one. The Govern- 
ment had full knowledge that it would 
break out, and.at 10 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of February 7 many members,. in- 
cluding General Carmona, the President, 
assembled at the barracks at Pampolide, 
the usual Government resort when any- 
thing serious is brewing. 

From the beginning Ministers had abso- 
lute faith in the loyalty of the troops and 
in certain ultimate victory. 


Colmendes dos Reis, a former Minister of 
War in the Nationalist Government; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Tamagnini Barbosa, 
who has also served as a Minister Naval ; 
Lieutenant Agatao Lanca, a leading 
Democrat in Silva’s last Parliament, and, 
strange to say, one of the most outspoken 
enemies of the Red Legion; Colonel 
Ferreira do Amaral, Admiral Camara 
Leme, and Lieutenant-Colonel Alvaro 
Pope, who, with Afonso Costa and others, 
took refuge on the British ‘mystery 
ship,” Woodnut, in a former revolution. 
All, except Colonel Barbosa and Colonel 
Pope, have surrendered or have been cap- 
tured, and the Government has issued a 
notice calling on these two to surrender, 
and warning them that they will be 
treated as deserters if they do not do so. 
Lieutenant Lanca has been wounded in 
the arm. At an early stage of the revo-

| BRITISH TROOPS 
AT SHANGHAI. 


1,500 MEN TO LAND 
TO-DAY. 


From Ovr Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


SHANGHAI, Saturday. 

The 2nd Battalion Gloucesters, from 
Bombay, arrived in Shanghai at daylight 
this morning on the transport Vasna. 
According to the latest reports they will 
remain aboard the ship until Monday. 

The American Government, according to 
an unofficial report published this after- 
noon, states definitely that American 
marines and sailors will not be landed 
here unless the disturbances develop to 
an extent where they would be considered 
a menace to American lives and property. 
The American marine and sailor forces, 
numbering eleven hundred, are quartered 
on American craft anchored in Shanghai 
harbour, within a stone’s throw of the 
water front. 

Sunday Midnight. 

The British military authorities have 
definitely decided to land troops at 11 
o'clock to-morrow morning from the 
transports Vasna and Takliwai, according 
to a statement made to me to-night by 
Colonel E. Sangster, the Commandant. 

According to police arrangements re- 
garding the line of march, two battalions, 
consisting of 1,500 men, will disembark 
at 10 o'clock. 

Headed by the Marine Band, the forces 
will march along the Bund for review by 
the Commanding Officer, following which 
they will proceed along the Nanking road, 
through the heart of the city, to the race- 
course, where half the force will be 
quartered. The remainder will march to 
the property of the Shanghai waterworks, 
where barracks have been made in readi- 
ness for occupation. 

Owing to a steady downpour of rain, the 
arrival of the transports has not attracted 
much attention, the Chinese apparently 
being uninterested in the fact that for 
the first time in nearly a third of a 
century English ‘troops have entered 
Chinese territory. 


FIGHT WITH A 
MURDERER. 


DETECTIVE WOUNDED IN 
CATRO. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
: CAIRO, Sunday. 

Recalling the worst exploits of 
European bandits, a revolver duel took 
place in Cairo’s principal shopping street, 
Fuad the First, at noon to-day. Dense 
crowds were proceeding home from 
church or taking a morning stroll, when 
they were startled to hear shots within 
the shop of a jeweller named Bergovich. 

The steel shutter of the shop was raised, 
but the glass door of the shop was 
closed. 

A secret service detective named 
Iskandar Rabbo, who happened to be 
sitting in a café opposite, engaged shadow- 
ing two men suspected of cocaine traffick- 
ing, immediately ran across the road to 
the shop. | 

He was just in time to observe an 
Egyptian, subsequently identified as 
Mahmoud Khandil, attempting to leave 
the shop. The Egyptian, failing to open 
the locked door, withdrew a few paces, 
took a running jump at the plate glass of 
the door, and landed on the pavement, 
when he was confronted by the detective. 

The Egyptian hurriedly fired at the 
detective, wounding him in his foot, 
whereupon the secret service man fired 
in the air to scatter the crowd, who had 
already started to flee in panic at the 
shots. 

Then the Egyptian fired point-blank, 
hitting the detective in the stomach. The 
detective, nevertheless, retained sufficient 
composure to return the fire, wounding 
the Egyptian just above the heart. Both 
then collapsed on the pavement and were 
rushed to the hospital, where immediate 
operations were performed. They are 
both in a critical condition. 

Meanwhile the police entered the 
jeweller’s shop and found the proprietor 
and his son lying on the floor dead. The 
father had a bullet in the temple, while 
the son had been strangled with a native 
turban tightly wound round his throat, 
after being shot. 

The shop had been rifled of a large 
quantity of jewellery and cash, which was 
recovered when the Egyptian, Mahmoud 
Khandil, was searched.

MR. J. J. WALSH’S 
PLAN. 
MORE PROTECTIVE 
TARIFES. 


REDUCTION IN INCOME 
TAX, 


G FEARING on the protection of 
Radustry in the Free State, at 


Queenstown yesterday, Mr. J. J. 


Walsh, Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs, expressed the opinion that the 
country’s most urgent need was the 
balancing of their external trade. 

Among the recommendations which 
he made with this object was the 
reduction of income tax levied on 
Irish moneys invested in certain lines 
of productive industry here. 

Mr. Walsh also is of opinion that 
too much attention has been paid to 
the English market, while their own 
market had slipped over to the 
foreigner. 


LOST INDUSTRIES. 


—— 


THE CASE OF CORK CITY. 


Mr. Walsh said that it was no easy task 
in these times of revolutionary change and 
post-war depression to produce satisfac- 
tory results in the handling of business 
interests associated. with that important 
industrial area. Cork City itself had 
suffered heavily through the partial 
collapse of its industries, while their dock- 
yards, which in pre-war days gave steady 
employment, had in recent times, through 
the monopolisation of their commerce by 
foreigners, been largely deflected in the in- 
terests of dock-yards elsewhere; and, 
finally, Haulbowline, which once provided 
a field of steady activity, had almost 
ceased to assist in the maintenance of the 
people of that district. Whether some of 
the clouds overshadowing that area of in- 
dustrial activity could have been lifted ere 
now, was a matter in which there was room 
for more than one point of view. 

He and some of his colleagues represent- 
ing Cork County constituencies had given 
expression to the view that many of those 
industries need not have waited till now 
to be placed in a position of economic 
security. 


CORK’S REPRESENTATIVES. 

“ We, as Cork representatives,” said Mr. 
Walsh, “ feel justified in taking the stand 
that we should not permit the wiping-out 
of a single industry in this locality to 
oblige anybody within the country or out- 
side it.” On that simple standpoint, they 
were adamant. They would never let it 
be said that industries which flourished 
under alien rule were permitted to perish 
under native administration. To do so 
would rightly hold them up to the ridicule 
of their own countrymen. 

Likewise they meant to see to it that, as 
far as possible, the great asset of these 
ship-yards should be maintained, and that 
as long as this country had a commerce 
producing millions of money to shippers, 
whether native or foreign, a proper quota 
of that earning, consistent with the par- 
ticular activities of these yards, should not 
be lost sight of, and tailing satisfaction 
of that claim by the existing monopolies, 
steps to produce results in another way 
should be undertaken. Haulbowline, too, 
was not being overlooked, nor had they any 
doubt whatever that with its great location 
and equipment, a promising future 
awaited it. 


NEXT SUGAR FACTORY. 

When the existing industries of their 
district were placed on an unassailable 
footing, it would be time enough to see 
that others followed. They had not, for 
instance, forgotten that Cork was at one 
time a centre of many industries which 
had long since passed away, nor would 
they lose sight of the fact, when sugar 
beet was again being considered, that the 
farmers of that county had a claim equal 
to, if not surpassing, that of any other 
quarter of the State. 

Cork and its environs had always been 
a centre of industrial progress. The roots 
of manufacturing were too firmly laid to 
be entirely eradicated, and, now that the 
nation had awakened to the fact that pro- 
duction was the only thing that Mattered, 
they in that district should girt themselves 
to participate in that inevitable awaken- 
ing. 

In speaking of industry, he, of course, 
included the industry of agriculture. Agri- 
culture had been experiencing the full 
force of economic depression. Their 
farmers had been taught for generations 
to turn their eyes to the English market, 
and to produce only those things required 
by that consumer, while their own market 
had quietly slipped over to the foreign 
producer. . 

The effect of that sole dependence on a 
foreign market was a precarious position 
on which to maintain an industry, as they 
had seen in the case of agriculture in 
recent years. Apart from the general 
decline in agricultural prices in England 
through economic depression over there, 
they had been subjeated to every com- 
mercial convulsion that came the way. 
The year before last it was a shipping 
strike, last year a coal strike, this year 
an Argentine meat war, and the next it 
would be something else. All the while 
propagandists told the farmer, Micawher- 
like, to live in hope, that the English 
market was his salvation. 


DUMPING. 

Meanwhile the farmers oat crop was 
unsaleable in his own home market 
because of the dumping of the Canadian 
product, his barley because of the Russian 
product, his "gee because of the Cali- 
fornia product, and so on. Half of his 
pig production had got to be shipped to 
make room for Chinese bacon, while New 
Zealand butter, Danish cheese and con- 
densed milk, and Dutch margarine all 
found a welcome in the Free State in com- 
petition with native produce. 

-“Fearing it should be thought thas the 
Irish people are ungenerous to these 
foreign farmers, we make them an annual 
contribution of something like twenty-two 
millions of our money, and yet farmers 
who believe that’ this is the correct policy 
complain that they cannot sell what they 
produce at an economic price. How can 
they expect to de so when they place them- 
selves in competition, not only in England, 


but also here at home, with the slave or 


semi-slaye workers of foreign lands? 
“The farmer who takes the stand that 
foreign agricultural produce has any righ

Leaders of the temperance movement, 
while dissatisfied with some of the bill’s 
provisions, accept it as a step in the right 
direction. 

The proposal to close the public-houses 
between the hours of 3 o'clock and 5 
o'clock, especially on Saturday afternoons, 
is welcomed with enthusiasm by every 
organisation engaged in social welfare 
work.

TEMPERANCE PARTY’S 
VIEW. 


Mr. W. R. Wigham, one of the honorary 
secretaries of the Irish Association for the 
Prevention of Intemperance, gave his 
views on the bill to an Irish Times 
reporter. He said that workers for re- 
form of the drink traffic would be dis- 
appointed that so little had been 
attempted in the matter of codifying the 
intoxicating liquor laws. 

The bill was a step, but only a small 
step, in the right direction. It showed, 
however, that the Free State Government 
was alive to the danger of the situation 
and courageous enough to face it. The 
Trish Free State’s drink bill for 1926 was 
almost sixteen and a half million 
pounds—an appalling expenditure in a 
poor country. 


‘GOOD POINTS. 

Good points in the bill “were the cur- 
tailment of hours, the granting of occa- 
sional licences in open court, the specify- 
ing of food where exemption orders are 
in force, the appeal in endorsement of 
licence, and the levying of compensation 
for abolished licences on those left in the 
trade. 

The provisions for the regulation of 
clubs would be of little good, as honorary 
or temporary membership was allowed. 
He mentioned that in the year 1926 the 
271 licensed clubs in the Free State pur- 
chased alcoholic liquors to the value of 
£248,975. 

He was very disappointed with the pro- 
posal for dealing with the wine retailer’s 
licence. Jn the bill it was left altogether 
to the discretion of the Revenue Commis- 
sioners to grant or renew a wine licence 
to anyone not the holder of an ordinary 
off-beer or spirit licence. The granting or 
refusal of a wine licence should be left 
to the Licensing Justice. Temperance 
workers would regret to see the wine 
licence clause become the law, for within 
the past few years the habit of wine- 
drinking by young girls had grown to 
alarming proportions. They could get 
bottles of port at every turn—at the 
chemists, at the confectioners, at the 
green grocers. In fact, by paying a fee 
of a few shillings anyone can sell bottles 
of wine, and many of the customers were 
girls and women. | 


VALUATION SYSTEM 
The system of basing the. licence duty 
on the valuation of the licensed premises 
was antiquated. The duty should be 
charged on the amount of alcohol sold. 


traveller humbug was weak. The proper 
thing was to follow the lead of England 
and abolish the bona fide altogether. 
The fixing of the Sundag hours for supply- 
mg bona fide travellers was extraordinary. 
In Dublin it would work out that the 
drinker spent a few minutes in a ’bus and 
got # a country publichouse at 1 o'clock. 
Staying there for half-an-hour or so he was 
back in Dublin for the 2 o'clock to 5 
o'clock opening, and drinking in the 
country again from half-past 5 to 7 
o'clock. If the traffic had to be continued 
the hours of supply should be 2 o'clock to 
5 o’clock. 

With one hand the bill closed the 
publichouse door of the “mixed trader,” 
and with the other opened it. The law 
should not allow children to enter mixed 
trading premises for any purchase, and in 
addition to that it should be enacted that 
after a period of five years no liquor 
licence would be granted to a mixed trader 
unless there was structural separation. 


i A TEST. 

Mr. Wigham concluded by expressing 
his belief that the bill will pass practically 
as it stands. He expected it to have the 
whole-hearted support of the Labour 
deputies and of many other members of 
the Dail other than those behind the 
Government. If it did not pass, or came 
out so badly mutilated as to be uséless for 
the purpose of reform, his organisation 
would certainly take up the challenge of 
the licensed trade and make the bill a test 
for candidates at the next election. He 
had no hesitation in thinking that their 
appeal would rally the women of Ireland 
behind those candidates who had sup- 
ported the bill, or who were prepared to 
support reform of the drink traffic. 

“ What,” asked our representative, “ do 
you think of the threats of the licensed 
trade in connection with the general elec- 
tion?” 

“I believe” Mr. Wighman replied, 
‘that as a political power in this country 
the day of the publican has passed. I feel 
quite certain that they can command 
very few votes outside the trade—the 
publicans and members of their families. 
They tried their strength last year at the 
election for the Senate, and the total 
number of votes securéd by their candi- 
dates in the whole twenty-six counties was 
a few thousand more than the number of 
licensed traders and their wives or other 
immediate relatives. .They did not get 
the ordinary voter. "The County Dublin 
by-election was also a striking proof of the 
decay of the influence of ‘the trade.’ 
The publican candidate, even when he was 
backed by the Government organisation, 
and his candidature was pushed vigorously 
by the trade as a body, was badly beaten 
by a Labour man and a _ teetotaller. 
Remembering this, I am sure that their 
threats of opposition fall lightly on Mr. 
O’Higgins.”’

The Times deals in a leading article 
with the plans for a “' Corporative 
State,’’ which have been occupying the 
minds of Signor Mussolini and hi. chief 
lieutenants for many months. The con- 
ception is grandiose. Its aim is to 
marshal all the activities of the Italian 
people in the entire field of industrial, 
commercial and agricultural production, 
in transport by land and sea, in banking, 
and in kindred businesses, into two great. 
national confederations—one of the em- 
ployers and the other of the employed. 

All classes are apprehensive of the 
possible developments of the corporative 
policy, and people are thinking what the 
‘*Duce ”' will do if he sees distrust in his 
rule continuing to grow. Nobody can do 
more than surmise, but the more usual 
surmise seems to be that he will turn to 
the left. It may have no better foundation 
than the advances which he and some of 
his lieutenants undoubtedly have made to 
certain Socialists within the last couple of 
months, and these advances do not appear 
to have gone beyond appeals for co-opera- 
tion, like those which he used to make to 
the Liberals before they rejected him and 
he crushed them. Joined to suggestions 
that a more popular element might one 
day be introduced into the Fascist rule, 
that Socialism and Fascism have a good 
deal in common, and that mere opposi- 
tion is sterile, these appeals have won 
over some of the Socialists, though the 
majority preserve an attitude of mistrust. 

The Corporative State is a tremendous 
adventure, fraught with huge peril, and 
of vague and uncertain hopes. But it is 
not yet in being, and the ‘‘ Duce”’ is 
strong enough and courageous enough to 
transform it or to renounce it should he 
see in good time that, to a sober. judg- 
ment, its certain dangers far outweigh the 
advantages it might possibly possess. He 
has shown himself a statesman, and states- 
men do not stake the life of their country 
on untried theories, however symmetrical 
and neat. 


MR. COOLIDGE’S NEW 
PROPOSALS. 


SUPPORTED BY PUBLIC 
OPINION IN U.S.

There would be deep regret—though it 
would be foolish to say that there would be 
complete surprise—in official circles here if 
the latest despatches from France, predicting 
that President Coolidge’s proposal as to the 
discussion of the further limitation of naval 
armament will be politely declined, should 
prove to be well founded. 

The possibility, of course, had been well 
considered in advance, as had the chance that 
even if France and Italy should agree to a 
discussion less general in scope than is im- 
plied in the labours of the League Preparatory 
Commission for the Disarmament Conference, 
there would have been enormous difficulty in 
reaching any conclusion which might justly 
be called success. 

Indeed, doubts of this nature are so 
natural and so widely held as to force two 
questions to the forefront: Should the 
Coolidge proposal be regarded as a means of 
approach to a still more limited objective, 
the adoption by the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan of the five-five-three ratio 
for all classes of warships, without a specific 
treaty in regard to France and Italy; or must 
it be considered as a mere parade for the 
purposes of domestic politica! benefit? 

ese questions are being asked in the 
United States at least as much as elsewhere, 
and they deserve frank discussion. There is 
no doubt that, whatever be the motive under- 
lying the Coolidge proposal, it has power- 
fully and pleasantly affected a public opinion 
which had Keen in general unfavourable to 
the policy of the administration in Mexico 
and Central America.

GREAT FIGHT BY 
TRISH TEAM.

REMARKABLE KICK BY

England defeated Ireland by eight points 


to six at Twickenham last Saturday. A 
description of the game and our Rugby 
correspondent’s comments are printed on 
page 10. In the following article a special 
correspondent who left Kingstown for 
Twickenham last Friday night gives his 
impressions of the journey and the match. 


It is not as exhilarating to write of 
defeat as of victory. The pen is apt to 
stick and the ink to splutter; but when, 
in addition, the picture has to be evolved 
out of fog the difficulties become com- 
plicated indeed. 


The fog, it is true, was not as bad as, 


did prevent us from distinguishing the 
players when at a distance, and it did 
make it hard to estimate how packed were 
the enclosures on the other side; but the 
ensemble was there all the time. We saw 
what our men were doing in the mass, 
and the swift whirling of the play from 
goal-line to goal-line showed all the more 
weirdly because of the “low visibility.” 

We lost, of course; but we came very 
near to winning gloriously. Such a result 
would have falsified greatly the popular 
anticipation. Despite lamentation over 
the dropping of this and the other Irish 
player, we who went in our thousands 
from Ireland on Friday night harboured 
a little more than sneaking faith that we 
might actually emerge the victors. 

One asset in our favour was a certain 
overweening confidence that had sprung 
up in the English team and in their Press. 
We had experience many times of the 
danger of that feeling in any team. 
England had confidence in the bulk of 
her pack and in the speed of her backs. 
We went over with confidence in the 
capacity of our men to rise to the ocea- 
síon. 

OPTIMISM AND “ BERETS.” 

We went equipped with the full panoply 
of optimists. At the outset we set up a 
“record.” Leaving Kingstown Harbour 
on Friday night was the biggest company 
that ever started from an Irish port for 
an international match. The full two 
ships’ company numbered just eighteen 
hundred, and this included many types, 
fearfully and wonderfully attired. The 
“beret’’ is at all times a distinguishing 
headgear, but when sported in the most 
vivid of all shades of green, with copious 
green splashes to match all over the breast. 
and in the button-hole, and with the lower 
man clad in “Oxford Bags” or “ Plus 
Fours,’’ it does certainly suggest a scorn 
of the sartorial unities. _ 

There was no slavish following of the 


material, The majority favoured a type 
that was rather a cross between a Borotra 
and a Tam o’ Shanter—a thing that 
seemed clamant of clansmen, claymores— 
and battles to the death. 

We had music to correspond. It is sad 
to have to own if, that, in music, at any 
rate, wé do not combine as do the Welsh- 
men. 
rather inclined to strike out on our own. 
Thus this man came along with the 
“ Soldier’s Song ” ; that other fellow near 
the taffrail with “ We Won't Go Home 
Until Morning’’; that man near the life- 
boat with “God Save the King”; that 
jolly little fellow down the companion way 
with the “‘ Froth Blowers Anthem.” ; and 
that devil-may-care fellow just coming jn 


bearing the refrain: 
‘Wrap me up in my old Rugger jersey, 
And say a poor scrummer lies low.’ 
This was all very well while we were, 


so to speak, “ all friends here,”’ 
taining one another. But when we reached 
Holyhead, and the various airs got going 
at one and the same time, the result was 
very unsettling to ears attuned to 
harmony. Probably, however, the Welsh- 
men—who really took it as men prepared 
for anything-—-gave us the benefit of the 
doubt, and concluded that we represented 
some advanced school of harmony that 
hitherto had not reached the Cambrian 
shores. | 
GOOD ARRANGEMENTS. 

Here it may be not out of place to pay a 
tribute to the transit arrangements of the 
railway company. The output of the two 
steamers was served at Holyhead by no 
fewer than four trains. The baggage in- 
spection at Holyhead having been expedi- 
tiously effected, the excursionists were 
shown by the company’s officials the 
various parts of the trains which they 
should take. There was absolutely no over- 
crowding, every man and woman seemed 
to have got a seat. 
the assistant traffic manager at the Dublin 
end, was personally in control of ‘the 
arrangements. | : 

There was supper en route to London 
for those of the company who had ordered 
it. It was a most appetising supper, too. 
How different all this from the bad old

It was certainly a great afternoon at 
Twickenham, Pessimists had been busy with 
dire presages as to the fog and frost that 
was going to hold us in its grip. Football 
might take place, they said, but scouts of the 
referee would have to be planted here and 
there to report the movements of the various 
outstanding units, Nothing would be seen. 
Happily, these forebodings proved to be 
unjustified. Fog, or rather. haze, there was, 
which made it difficult to distinguish players 
at long range; but in the result it was pos- 
sible to enjoy the maidh from start to finish 
in a way that few internationals have been 
enjoyed. 

it was pleasant, indeed, to Irish eyes to 
note the splendid representation of the race 
all over the ground: There were green 
favours here, there and everywhere, and those 
epoch-making green ‘“‘ berets" were never 
denied us at any point. The ground was 
rapidly. At the start of the match 
the official estimate was 40,000; and a most 
sportsmanlike, good-humoured, and well- 
dressed crowd it was, with ladies forming a 
very considerable proportion.

The game went on more fast and furious 
than ever, the spectators being entertained 
by whirlwind movements from one end of 
the field to the other.

We had -high 
hopes that we would maintain our lead, or 
improve upon it. Alas! it was not to be.

VIEWS OF THE BISHOP OF| 


“NORWICH. 


“WILL REINTRODUCE A 
STATE OF CHAOS.” 


— 
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The Bishop cf Norwich, preaching at 
‘Norwich Cathedral yesterday, said that he 
could not regard the revised Prayer Book 
as an English revision. It was not a 
normal development of the devotional 
expression of the undemonstrative English 
religion which had made English piety and 
goodness a great and beneficent power in 
the world. The book, he said, is clever 
in many ways, but in portions it obviously 
reveals a spirit rather of ecclesiastical 
parliamentarians than of Christian Eng- 
lish statesmen. “ I see hope in the very 
heaviness and difficulties of it that the 


book will, quietly drop, ,out in face of | 


religious public opinion.’ 
The Bishop chose for his text: ‘‘ I hear that 


there be divisions among you, and I partly | 
18) 


believe it.” (I. Cor., xi., . “Let me,” he 
said, ‘“‘decidedly state ‘that I sos WM re- 
vision. | wish to see our present, Book brought 
up to date with modern language needs aid 
habits. Sometimes it is obscure, too rigid, its 
services protracted, its Psalms too long, its 
petitions too many. It does not provide for 
situations which have arisen in the last three 
hundred years. As the Church grows, so, must 
its Book. 

‘In many of these respects the 1ew Bcok 
seems wisely to meet a new age. I should 
welcome large parts being at once authorised, 
But do not exaggerate. the meaning of the 
new age, It is out of all proportion to speak 
as if the war had drawn one great line be- 
tween all that went before and all that has 
and will come after; as if, therefore, Prayer 
Book revision begun temperately before the 
war should after it be concluded in a way 
to distress tens of thousands.” 

The Bishop points out that there are 
different schools of thought in the Church of 
England, and they are not complementary to 
one another. ‘The common hen could not 
be advanced by optional alternative services, 
setting up sectarianism within the Book itself, 
It would not be easy for the Bishop to inter- 
fere with the desires of the incumbent and 
the parochial Church Council. “ Think,’’ he 
says, “oí the distress of those who in their 
parish church find the new Holy Communion 
practically forced upon them. They might 
make a loud protest. Thev would be grieved, 
and go. This kind of thing is. happening 
already. .... Is it worth while to ask for a 
different Service unless it involves some 
change of doctrinal balance?’ 

He goes on to say that he cannot regard 
the revision as an English one. Some parts 


| of the new book may have the authority of 


the Church of Rome, or'the Greek Churches, 
er the Scottish Church, but. the question he 
asks himself is: “ Are the new items in 
harmony with the best Catholic English wor- 
ship, liberated and clarified in the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries? Are they progressive 
along that line, or retrogressive ?”' 

He refers to the ‘very complicated and 
cumbersome character of the new permissive 
book. ‘*‘ When we now go to the church,” he 
adds, “we shall never know where we are. 
For many years there “will be amazing con- 
fusion, Once more we shal] reach that chaos 
which, it: was one of the purposes of the 
English Prayer Book: to dispel.”

WHEN IS A MAN DRUNK?

B.M.A. RECOMMENDS NEW 
TESTS. 
What is drunkenness’? 


An accurate definition will be before the 
public shortly as the result of the efforts of 


ithe British Medical Association Committee, 


which was requested by the Home Office to 
formulate a more satisfactory ‘definition than 
at present exists. 

Their report will be published in detail this 
week. It is understood that some of the tests 
for drunkenness formerly employed will be 
Sue away with and mew tests put into prac- 
ice. 

Among the principal recommendations is 
that when a man is arrested on a charge of 
drunkenness while driving a motor car, an- 
other doctor shal] be present when the accused 
is heing examined by the divisional surgeon. 

The report Jays down a simple definition 
of drunkenness, which, it is understood, is 
likely to be aeapted not only by the Metro- 
politan Police, but by every police force 
throughout the country. 

It has been decided that a man should 
be called drunk when, owing to alcohol, he 
is unable to do safely the work at which 
he is engaged at the time he is charged. 

The new report terminates the practice of 
relying too much on the pronuncation of 
phrases like, ‘‘ British Constitution,” ‘“ Truly 
rural,” '' Fish sauce.” 

The experts have not been impressed by the 
police tests, such as walking along a straight 
ine, or shaky handwriting. It.is agreed, how- 
ever, that some simple tests, as smelling the 
breath, are of the greatest practical value.

logical conclusion, we ought to cease 
struggling against foreign competition, and. 
produce nothing whatever except pound, notes 
to buy our sustenance from foreign parts. 

“It has dome to a sorry pass in a naturally 
rich agricutyral country like ours to find a 
citizen breakfast on Canadian oatmeal, 
American bread, New Zealand butter, Chinese 
bacon, and, possibly, tinned ‘milk from Den- 
mark ta give colour to his Chinese teas to, 
find the same miscalled Irishman clothed in 
English shoddy, made up from the rag- 
gatherers of dther lands, with n pair of boots 
produced in England from Argentine hides; 
to find him drive in a foreign motor car to; 
his business or his office, in which not a 
pennyworth of the products of his own 
country is to be found; and, lastly, when he 
dies, to find that his bones are deposited in a 
ready-made coffin imported from some foreign 
country. Clearly a citizen of that type is a 
tax collector for corey workers. ut he 
forgets that he can only continue to exist as 
a tax collector as long as there are any taxes 
to collect.” 

In the year 1925, when tens of thousands 
of their people were badly off and 30,000 
cleared out of the country, the huge sum of 
sixty-two millions of money was so collected 
and handed over to foreign workers. Were 
they to proceed at once on the principle that 
nothing should be admitted which could 
equally well be produced at home, it was no 
exaggeration to say that at least thirty 
millions of that money could be retained here 
for our own people.

That the people would respond to reasonable 
encouragement, they had only to see the effect of 
protection for the sugar industry,

ing in England. But the fact remained that 
the first step. taken to protect agricultural 
industry brought a response several times 
greater than even the most optimistic had 
anticipated. 

Protection in sugar transferred money from 
the pockets of one set of taxpayers to those 
of another, but the transfer was only tem- 
porary. The money continued to circulate. 
[It would be found on examination that the 
amount. of the subsidy ultimately retained by 
the protected producer was but an in- 
finitesimal part of the whole. When ‘the 
Sugar was produced at home they had both 
the sugar and their money, while under 
former conditions they had the sugar, but the 
foreign farmer had their money. That ‘was 
the essential difference, but a bigger factor 
still was the encouragement to the recipient 
of that subsidy to strike out in new channels, 
bringing: other forms of wealth into the 
nation’s activities. : 

THE MOST URGENT NEED. 

But, Protection in itself. was not a sufficient:

, “TIT have been charged by His Majesty, 
King George the Fifth, with a very honour- 
able duty: that of handing over to you this 
day an alms dish which he has had made 
speciafly for use in the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine. It is presented to the Cathedral 
by His Majesty as a token of the deep 
interest which he takes in this noble buildin 
which is being constructed with the help o 
subscriptions drawn from all parts of the 
United States, and is thus in truth a national 
monument erected to the Glory of God. His 
Majesty hopes that this dish may be accepted 
lod preserved as forging another link in the 
chain of friendship between the United States 
and the British Empire.”’ 

Dr. William T. Manni , Bishop of New 
York, received the gift with a graceful speech 
of thanks on behalf of the Diocese of New 
York, which, he said, would treasure it as a 
memorial of the relationship of his Church 
with the Church of England. 

After he had blessed the dish, it was 
used for the first’ time in taking up the 
alms. 

At the close of the Service it was exhibited 
to the public, and it aroused much admira- 
tion. 

In his sermon the Bishop recalled that in 
1783 the Rector of Trinity Church was de- 
tived because he rsisted in praying for 
King George the Third. He went on to 
raise the upright life of King George and 
Queen Mary, spoke of the essential fellow- 
ship of the. English-speaking nations, and 
declared that it was inevitable that the 
United States would eventually be drawn 
into the World Court. 

At the end of the sermon he offered prayers 
for King George and Queen Mary, as well 
as for the President of the United States,—

THE DISH DESCRIBED. 


A Reuter message says :—During the 
winter of 1924 a vigorous campaign was con- 
ducted in the United States to raise the sum 
of about 11,000,000 dollars required to com- 

lete the construction of the Cathedral of 
tt. John the Divine, New York. The 
money was duly subscribed by persons of 

H : religious denominations—Protestants, 
Roman Catholics and Jews. To commemo- 
rate this good work and the opening of the 
cathedral, His Majesty the King has been 
pleased to present to the cathedral an alms 
dish in silver gilt. It is understood that 

ifts have also been made to the .cathedrai 

v the Governments of. France, Belgium, 
Sweden, ‘Rumania and  COzecho-Slovakia, 
among others. 

‘The particulars of the dish are as 
follow :—It was designed and made by Omar 
Ramsden, in consultation with, and under 
the advice of, the Chairman and Council 
of the British Institute of Industrial Art. 
lt is some sixteen and a half inches in 
diameter, and two inches deep, and it 
weighs fifty-one ounces, Troy. The centre 
is occupied by a boldly-designed rendering 
of the Royal Arms, in repoussé and 
chiselled work. Around this is the inscrip- 
tion :'—' Ecclesia Cathedrali D. Johannis 
Evang, -apud Novo-Eboracenses, D.D. 
Georgius V. Rex, Imperator, A.S. 
MDCCCCXX VI.” Radiating from this 
centre rondel is a series of eight cavetto de- 
pressions, separated by sharply defined and 
expanding flutings. These latter pass under 
a strengthening moulding, and develop them- 
selves into a wide seriated outer flange. This 


}flange bears one ornament only—the eagle, 


symbol of St. John. The flange 1s 
strengthened by a solid ‘band of moulding, 
following the outer shape of alternating

OBITUARY.

SIR GEORGE GREENHILL. 


The Times announces with regret that Sir 
George Greenhill, the great mathematician, 
who was noted for his work in aeronautics 
and gunnery, died on last Thursday. He had 
an accident in alighting from an omnibus 
near the Atheneum, where he was going on 
December 20th, and was for a time in a 
nursing home, being later removed to his 
brother’s house at Penge, where he died. 

Alfred George Greenhill was born on 
November 29th, 1847. He gave early proof 
of his powers as a methematician. At Christ’s 
Hospital he gained the Thompson Mathema- 
tical Gold Medal, and between the years 1867 
was successively Pitt Club 
Exhibitioner, Somerset Exhibitioner, Founda- 
tion Scholar. London University Scholar and 
Whitworth Engineering Scholar. In 1870 he 
appeared as second wrangler, was bracketed 


| with the senior wrangler for the Smith’s 


Prizes, and was elected a Fellow of St. 
John’s. 

At that period mathematics at Cambridge 
was studied for its own sake, and for 
examinations, and was too often detached 
from application to industrial and service 
developments. Against this _ aloofness, 
Greenhill inwardly revolted, and, although 
to the end of his teaching days he retained 
the academical outlook, the professional 
manner, the scholarly precision of language, 
his life's effort was directed to the elucida- 
tion of matters of practical importance, 
especially in the realm of dynamics. His 
fame as a mathematician was universal.

The Mauretania, still the world's fastest, 
liner, has been overhauled and improved in 
a manner worthy oí her traditions.

All the public rooms have been redecorated 
and renovated, and the verandah café has 
been remodelled on the lines of the Orangery 
at Hampton Court, the floor having been 
specially treated for dancing.

WOMEN’S SUPPORT. 


TRIBUTE TO GOVERNMENT’S 
COURAGE. 


The measure meets with the thorough 
approval of many women engaged in welfare 
work in Dublin. 

Miss Louie Bennett, Secretary to the Irish 
Women Workers’ Union, said: “I am very 
glad that this bill has been brought in. 
particularly as there is to be no preferential 
treatment for hotels and restaurants—all are to 
be on the same footing. However, a bill of the 
kind is not much use, so far as the working 
class is concerned, unless at the same time 
the Government give encouragement and 
facilities ror better housing schemes, includ- 
ing recreation rooms, clubs and sports 
grounds, because the working class have no 
alternative to the publichouse for recreation. 

“The women have the steps to sit on 
when they wart to get out of their over- 
crowded rooms, and the men naturally resort 
to the publichouse. In my opinion, muc 
of the drinking that goes on is due to the 
necessity that the people should find some 
relief from the appallingly drab conditions 
in which they live, and that, I think, is 
especially true of women who live in little 
cottages or overcrowded tenement houses. 
It is the natural human instinct to seek 
relief the monotony and drabness 
generally.’ &. 

Miss Ffrench Mullen was of the opinion 
that a measure regulating the quality of the 
stuff sold in the publichouses would be of 
more real benefit. The sale of bad whiskey 
should be prohibited, and a good light beer 
put. on the market. | 

COURAGEOUS ACT. 

Mrs. Noel Guinness, who gives her com- 
plete approval of the biil, said: “I feel 
nothing but admiration for a Government 
which has had the courage to put forward 
such a very contentious bill on the eve of 
the ceneral election. , hy 

“T regret that the Liquor Commission has 
not found it‘ necessary to press the point of 
structural separation in cases of mixed 
trading. On reading the report of the Liquor 
Commission (Second Schedule, D) one notes 
such villages as Kilcogy, where there are 
three licensed premises and seven private 
houses; in the village of Dowra eleven houses, 
eight of which are licensed, and in Scariff 
nineby houses. of which twenty-seven 
licensed. In the face of such facts it is small 
wonder that the Liquor Commission recom- 
mend drastic reductions of existing licences. 

“T1 feel sure that in the above remarks I 
will have the hearty concurrence of the Irish 
Women’s Citizens’ Association, who will cor- 
sider this bill at their next committee 
meeting.”

HOWTH HARD HIT. 

Howth as a resort for summer visitors 
stands to be hard hit by the ten milé from 
Dublin limit for bona fide travellers. The 
distance from Nelson Pillar to the end of 
the village at the West Pier is a few 
yards more than nine miles, and all the 
licensed houses are within the limit for those 
coming from the greater part of the North 
side of the city. lf the ten mile provision is 
retained Howth will lose many of its Sunday 
visitors, who will go to Bray, Swords, or 
Malahide—all places beyond the ten miles.

PUBLICANS NOT PERTURBED. 

In view of the bellicose character of the 
Official pronouncements of ‘‘the trade,” it. is 
surprising to see how calmly the bill has been 
received by the individual publicans in Dublin. 
Some say that, apart from the provisions for 
reduction of licences—something that to them 
lies off in the indefinite future—they 
are affected immediately only by the curtail- 
ment of the hours of trading. The position 
with regard to compulsory endorsement is 
better than under the present law. 

Many of the city publicans are in favour 
of the complete closing of the premises from 
three to five everv week-day afternoon. Ex- 
cept on Saturdays, they say, these are not 
good. business. hou'e. The bill, if passed, will 
give both the owner and his assistants a 
chance of having dinner at a regular hour, 
and withont having to quip the food down to 
get back to the bar. It will also allow him 
and his staff to get out in the fresh air for 
a while after the meal. Both these ad- 
vantages appear to be regarded as fully 
counterbalancing the loss of takings during 
those two hours.

“Carnival,” the infectious complaint which 
at the present season breaks out with ever- 
increasing severity nightly at 7 o'clock, and 
as regularly subsides at 6 o'clock the next 
morning, when the weary revellers go home to 
bed, has already produced one of the inevit- 
able tragic after effects. 

It is the custom for sweethearts, wives and 
husbands in this time of Carnival not to 
disclose what costume they intend to wear at 
Carnival, or even which masked dance out of 
the scores which take place nightly they 
intend to visit. But it follows that the law. 
of chances sometimes causes them to attend 
the same function, and little characteristics 
in walking, or dancing or other mannerisms 
afford convincing proofs of identity.

Gemany has sent a Note to Poland threaten. 
ing to begin a full-fledged trade war unless 
Warsaw reforms her domicile yy and 
agrees to treat German nationals in Poland 
as she treats citizens of other nations. 

The Poles have re four Germans from 
Upper Silesia, and this Germany considers to 
be a breach of international agreements. The 
Poles retort that, in view of the unemploy. 
ment prevalent in Upper Silesia now, the 
authorities could not renew the permit of 
domicile for the four Germans. They also 
state that Germany refused to issue visas to 
Polish farm hands and their families why 
are anxious to seek work in Germany. 

To put an end to a campaign which is 
detrimental to both countries, Berlin has 
adopted energetic tactics, and has sent an 
ultimatum Note to Warsaw. It deems the 
moment propitious, because of the serious 
economic situation that is developing in 
Poland. So long as the country was able fo 
export coal to England during the strike the 
mines in Polish Upper Silesia were working 
Now 40 per cent. of the workers 
are dismissed, and Poland fears a big army of 
unemployed.

day before the Irish Geographical Association 
is headed “ Memory Training.”’

Almost all that was 
said on the training of memory, observation, 
imagination and reasoning was said by way 
of warning against enthusiastic, but ill. 
considered, advocacy of geography (or any 
other subject) on the ground that it pro- 
vided such training. While admitting that 
geography affords splendid scope and material 
for specific memory training, the lecture 
strongly inveighed against the belief, still too 
widely héld, that the results of this training 
must necessarily be of general value in other 
studies and spheres of mental activity. It

H. G. Periton, as usual 
the liveliest of the English pack, was the man 
to rob Crawford of the ball, and it was 
Laird who took the pass and scored behind 
the gcal-posts. Stanbury made no mistake 
with an easy, but nerve-racking, place-kick, 
and so England ained the maximum 
advantage from a totally unexpected incident. 

In fairness to Crawford, it should be sail 
that this blunder did not mean that he 
played a poor game. Far fromjit. Both 
before and after his fumble Crawford’s field- 
ing and kicking to touch were as cool and 
accurate as ever they were, which is saying
